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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(b) because 
they are incomplete. 37 CFR 1.83(b) reads as follows: 

When the invention consists of an improvement on an old machine the drawing 
must when possible exhibit, in one or more views, the improved portion 
itself, disconnected from the old structure, and also in another view, so 
much only of the old structure as will suffice to show the connection of 
the invention therewith. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance . 

2. The drawings are objected to because it is confusing and hard to understand 
how the apparatus of the invention as shown in the drawings are used in relation with a 
battery terminal and post since there are no drawings to show how the invention is 
practiced. Figures 5-7 are also objected to because they are not in the standard 
patent format (see figures 1-4) but rather in engineering drawing forms. A proposed 
drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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a. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. Claims 1 and 6 recite that the first piece of 
conducting material or the second piece of conducting material would be placed 
against a battery terminal. However, it is not clear in the specification or 
drawings how this would be accomplished. Claim 4 likewise is confusing since 
nowhere in the specification or drawings it is described or shows how one of 
ordinary skill would utilize this particular embodiment of the invention.
